Robert B. Woodman: was born on April 16, 1908 at his family home where the Meredith 
Yacht Club is now located. Robert was a life long resident of Meredith. He was employed with the 
Town of Meredith Water Department from 1959 to 1975 as Superintendent. 


Robert and Madame Chiano Kai-Shek were of the last educated in a private school run by 
Robert’s Aunt, Hattie Moses. 


Robert maintained and operated the municipal water system, which included water treatment, 
repairing and replacing piping. 


Under Town Manager Earl Hardy and the Water Commissioners, a major project was undertaken 
with Robert supervising the Reservoir draining, cleaning and gatehouse repair at the reservoir. A water 
treatment building was constructed on Reservoir Road to improve water quality. This project greatly 
improved Meredith’s quality and quantity of municipal water. 


Robert died at his Meredith home on September 30, 2000 while with his wife Kathryn of over 60 
years.

A graduate of the US Naval Academy Kevin earned the rank of lieutenant after serving for four 
years. He attended Suffolk University Law School in Boston and received a Juris Doctorate and began 
his career as a lawyer in Nashua and eventually moved his practice to Meredith. 


Kevin developed a love for Meredith when he and his family first vacationed here in 1977. His 
appreciation for the beauty of the Town and the community was evident in how he spent his time. He 
loved sailing, tennis, cross country skiing, mountain climbing and biking. To show his appreciation for 
his community he gave numerous hours advising the Rotary Club and the Public Library and he was 
instrumental in the Library Expansion Project. He served as a board member on the Inter-Lakes 
Scholastic Foundation, was on the Board of Directors for Community Health and Hospice, served on the 
Planning Board and helped to organize the Great Rotary Fishing Derby, the Rotary BBQ and helped with 
the boardwalk at the Inn at Bay Point. 


His compassion for others in the community was abundant as Kevin was frequently the first to 
arrive and the last to leave when a neighbor, friend or organization needed help. Kevin especially enjoyed 
the youth of the community as he coached in the Bill Lamper Youth Basketball League, hosted many 
exchange students from all over the world and encouraged a number of students to excel in tennis. Kevin 
was recently named a Paul Harris Fellow by the Rotary Foundation of Rotary International and was 
recognized for his dedication and service to the Town of Meredith by the Chamber of Commerce.

To Our Citizens of Meredith: 


As we report at the close of 2000, we are pleased to provide a few reminders of a busy and rewarding 
year. 


We continue to strive to make improvements within our community, plan for our future and maintain or 
improve our level of municipal services, while maintaining our municipal portion of the tax rate as close 
to its current frugal level as possible. 


As approved by the Town Meeting, “The Mount” returned to Meredith for limited passenger service in 
the spring of 2000. 


A citizen petition for a “no wake” zone for a portion of Meredith Bay was heard and approved by the NH 
Department of Safety. The no wake zone will be in effect for the summer season of 2001; actual 
enforcement by Marine Patrol may be sporadic due to Lake Winnipesaukee activity, however. 


Our new Fire Rescue/Pumper with improved Jaws of Life and other rescue equipment was put into 
service in early December. We thank the volunteer truck committee within the Fire Department for their 
many hours of devotion and making sure we got the right apparatus for our needs! 


We placed a “pony truss” bridge over the Waukewan Canal connecting the Water Street and High Street 
parking lots. The bridge allows for dual direction, but one lane travel for motor vehicles. We wish to 
thank our Public Works Department for their excellent work on the canal retaining wall and coordination 
of fencing and bridge preparation, as well as to Tim Andrews of Barns and Bridges of New England who 
built and placed the bridge. A picture of the canal and bridge graces the cover of this Town Report with 
our Municipal Office employees. 


We are destined to be a statewide property tax donor town for 2001, but recent court decisions leave 
statewide funding mechanisms for education in turmoil. At this writing we cannot report what the 
outcome will be. 


The Town has used the Capital Improvement Plan for its second year, which aids us in presenting our 
2001 Budget to you, balancing our future needs and funding mechanisms. 


An 18 cent projected municipal tax rate increase will cover the first year bond payment cost for the 
Plymouth Street/Route 3 North reconstruction project you approved last Town Meeting; this project is 
anticipated to begin in the fall of 2001 and probably be completed by summer/fall of 2002.

To the Citizens and Taxpayers of Meredith: 


As I reported in 1998 and what is still the largest issue facing all communities today is how education will 
be funded ona statewide basis. Under the “old” system we will shift from a minor recipient community 
to a donor community for 2001. Although Supreme Court appeals are expected, I suspect the “old” 
statewide property tax system to fund education will be in place for the 2001 year. 


Once again, we close another busy year in Meredith; I wish to thank all of you for your input and support, 
especially our dedicated employees and community volunteers. 


I will discuss a few projects and accomplishments in my report, but please review the Selectmen’s and 
other departmental and agency reports within. 


Pleasant Street received finishing touches and a final street asphalt overlay in 2000. Many people are 
utilizing the new sidewalk. 


Meredith Public Works and our Water/Sewer Department reconstructed Lower Ladd Hill this summer; a 
new sidewalk was built from Hillrise Lane to the railroad tracks; the neighborhood streets were asphalt 
overlayed. 


Federal grants and InterLakes School funding allowed a School Resource Officer, Bart Merrill, to begin 
work at our schools. In the summer months Officer Merrill will be working at the Meredith Police 
Department. 


The year 2000 brought additional safety measures to Meredith’s State Highways. Traffic signals were 
installed at Route 104/Pease/Winona Roads and Route 104/Hemlock/Foundry Avenue. NH DOT plans to 
signalize Route 3/Parade — Route 106, probably next year. 


The Town finally received a wetlands permit for additional recreational development between Prescott 
Park and the Elementary School after nearly two (s) years of decision waiting. The project will go out to 
bid in February of 2001 and hopefully, long awaited construction will start this year and finish next. 


The Plymouth Street/Route 3 North project should start in the fall of 2001; thus far we have obtained 50 — 
60% grant funding for the project to reduce taxpayer cost. 


Metrocast Cablevision has improved their facilities in Meredith to provide digitized programming and 
cable internet accesses to most areas within the community. We are hopeful this technology improvement 
will allow home and business use to expand and prosper. 


The Meredith Water Department is installing a water pressure booster station to increase pressure for 


individual homes, sprinkler system operation and fire fighting capabilities for a portion of the Route 104 
area.

The Meredith Main Street Program continues to be an active effort to keep downtown alive and well. 
Volunteers are needed, however. Please help.

ARTICLE 3 
Are you in favor of adopting Amendment No. 2 as proposed by the Planning Board for the Zoning 
Ordinance having to do with the criteria for the granting of a variance? 


Purpose of the Amendment: The current ordinance includes five criteria that must be met in order for the 
Zoning Board of Adjustment to grant a Zoning Variance. One of these criteria, Article VI, Section C, 
Subsection (b), is inconsistent with language contained in applicable state law; specifically RSA 674:33. 
The proposed amendment would make this criteria consistent with state law.

ARTICLE 4 
Are you in favor of adopting Amendment No. 3 as proposed by the Planning Board for the Zoning 
Ordinance having to do with building heights for waterfront properties? 


Purpose of the Amendment: The current ordinance permits building heights up to 32’ as a matter of right 
and provides for heights up to 38’ upon the grant of a Special Exception from the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment. Building heights greater than 38’ require a variance. These provisions apply to waterfront 
properties in five zoning districts; Forestry and Conservation District, Forestry and Rural District, 
Meredith Neck District, Residential District, and the Shoreline District. The proposed amendment would 
permit building heights up to 38’ as a matter of right, thereby eliminating the requirement for a Special 
Exception. Building heights greater than 38’ would continue to require a variance.

ARTICLE 5 
Are you in favor of adopting Amendment No. 4 as proposed by the Planning Board for the Zoning 
Ordinance having to do with expansion of non-conforming structures? 


Purpose of the Amendment: The current ordinance requires the grant of a Special Exception from the 
Zoning Board of Adjustment in order to expand a non-conforming structure where the expansion would 
increase the degree of non-conformity. The proposed amendment would permit expansions having 
footprints of 400 square feet or less as a matter of right, thereby eliminating the Special Exception 
requirement. A Special Exception would continue to be a requirement in circumstances where the 
footprint of the expansion, or the footprint of cumulative expansions, exceeds 400 square feet.

ARTICLE 6 
“Shall we modify the exemption for the disabled? 


The exemption based on assessed value, for qualified taxpayers shall be $50,000. To qualify, the person 
must have been a New Hampshire resident for at least 5 years and own and occupy the real estate 
individually or jointly, or if the real estate is owned by a spouse, they must have been married for at least 
5 years. In addition, the taxpayer must have a net income of not more than $15,000 or if married, a 
combined net income of not more than $20,400: and own net assets not in excess of $50,000 excluding 
the value of the person’s residence.”

DELIBERATIVE SESSION 


Moderator Ralph Losee asked Bill Nunamacher to lead the Pledge of Allegiance and the invocation. He 
then instructed those who wished to speak to do so clearly and to state their name. Mr. Losee then gave 
the results of the voting for Town Offices. Selectman - Bob Flanders, Supervisor of the Checklist - 
Brenda Thibeault, Library Trustees, (Three for three years) - Paul Eldridge, Duncan McNeish and 
Kathleen Peverly, Library Trustee for two year term - Margaret Lee, Town Moderator - Ralph Losee, 
Trustee of Trust Funds, a tie between Judy James and John Sherman, Paula will be contacting them to 
resolve the tie. Interlakes School District Moderator - Mr. Rowan, School Board Member from Sandwich 
- Paula Adriance, School Board Member from Center Harbor - Carolyn Schoenbauer, School Board 
Members from Meredith (three years)- Carl Johnson, and (one year) - Scott Nolan. 


All five of the voting Articles, the zoning ordinances, and the modifying exemption for the 
disabled were passed. The voters were then instructed how to fill out the Yes, No ballots and the Officials 
in front were introduced. Mr. Losee then reminded those attending there are always openings on the 
various Boards and volunteers are needed. Mr. Losee commended Jim Miller for his years on both the 
Planning and Zoning Boards with 20 years of service. 


ARTICLE 7 


To see if the Town will vote to (i) raise and appropriate the sum of One Million Eight Hundred 
Thousand Dollars ($1,800,000.00) for the purpose of water and sewer main replacements, improved 
underground drainage, reconstruction and construction of sidewalks, and road resurfacing on Plymouth 
Street: replacing and upgrading the existing water main on Route 3 North and extend gravity municipal 
sewer from Circle Drive to the Center Harbor Town Line: said appropriation to be inclusive of State or 
Federal grants-in-aid, or contributions from other sources; (ii) to authorize the issuance of serial bonds or 
notes in accordance with the provisions of municipal Finance Act, Chapter 33, of the said appropriation, 
provided, however, that the total amount of bonds or notes to be issued shall be reduced by the amount of 
such grants-in-aid, or contributions from other sources; (iii) to authorize the Town Treasurer to make 
temporary borrowings, in accordance with the provisions of said Chapter, in anticipation of the receipt of 
the proceeds of said bonds or notes; and (iv) to authorize the Treasurer to determine the method and 
manner of sale of such bonds, notes, and temporary borrowings, as shall be in the best interest of the 
Town, including the authority to enter into a Tax Regulatory Agreement containing such representations 
and covenants as are necessary to maintain such notes and temporary borrowings; to authorize the 
Selectmen and Town Manager to apply for and accept any or all State or Federal grants-in-aid, or other 
contributions in aid of the project and to expend the appropriation in accordance herewith.

Recommended by the Board of Selectmen 


Motion by Chairman Whitcher, Seconded by Selectman Hughes to have the Town adopt Article 7 as 
proposed. 


Discussion: Richard Juve from Wall Street questioned the Treasurers authorization to sell bonds and can 
they by-pass the Municipal Bond Authority in Concord and do the Selectmen have the right to override 
the Treasurer on this issue? Town Manager Peter Russell responded that the Treasurer and Selectmen 
have worked together and are looking into a Rural Development Grant Loan package at 3 1/2% from the 
Federal Government, which we believe has the best interest of the Town. Edith Mongo spoke in strong 
support for the improvements to Plymouth Street.

Lou Ann Breen asked if there will be connecting and access fees to the taxpayers on Route 3 to 
Center Harbor. Mr. Russell responded; we are looking at sewer connections to pay an access fee, 
Fifteen Hundred Dollars ($1,500.00), per equivalent unit, for sewer hookup per person, total revenue 
about Fifty One Thousand Dollars ($51,000.00). 


This access fee would be the same charge on any extension done throughout the community, at 
this time. David Sticht from Tracy Way inquired if an Engineering Study had already been done, the 1.8 
million, was it an estimate and when will the work start? Mr. Russell responded; the 1.8 million is an 
engineering estimate, we are currently applying for the grants-in-aid, three different ones, State Grants 
would take affect July Ist this year, and the Federal Grants would take affect October 1“ of this year. We 
would put it out to bid and we could see some work this fall and finish next year or it could all be done 
next year. Wayne Heiligmann from Pleasant Street asked where does the sewer line end now and will all 
the residents on that road be paying for water and sewer if they are not connected? Mr. Russell stated that 
the sewer goes to Circle Drive and a private connection to the Scandia Trailer Park, nothing beyond that is 
connected. Our Sewer Ordinance states if you are within 200-250 feet of the Municipal Sewer line you 
have to connect. The Municipal Water line goes as far as Thomas Timber, Route 3, the people can 
connect if they choose to, they don't have to, but they do have to connect to Town Sewer if it's available. 
Mike Hatch spoke in favor of the Article. Mr. Russell reminded everyone that a handout is available on 
the back table from the Water and Sewer Superintendent and the Fire Chief in relation to this project. 
Moderator Losee opened the voting at 7:25 and will remain opened for one (1) hour. 


ARTICLE 8 


To see if the Town will vote to, (i) raise and appropriate the sum of Three Hundred Twenty Five 
Thousand Dollars ($325,000.00) for the purpose of purchasing a new Fire Truck, said appropriations to be 
inclusive of contributions from other sources; (ii) to authorize the issuance of serial bonds or notes in 
accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act, Chapter 33, of the said appropriation, 
provided, however, that the total amount of bonds or notes to be issued shall be reduced by the amount of 
such grants-in-aid, or contributions from other sources;(ii1) to authorize the Town Treasurer to make 
temporary borrowings, in accordance with the provisions of said Chapter, in anticipation of the receipt of 
the proceeds of said bonds or notes; and (iv) to authorize the Town Treasurer to determine the method and 
manner of sale of such bonds, notes and temporary borrowings, as shall be in the best interest of the 
Town, including the authority to enter into a Tax Regulatory Agreement containing such representation 
and covenants as are necessary to maintain such notes and temporary borrowings; to authorize the 
Selectmen and Town Manager to apply for and accept any contributions in aid of the project and to 
expend the appropriation in accordance herewith.

Recommended by the Board of Selectmen 


Motion by Selectman Hughes and Seconded by Selectman Nedeau, that the Town adopts Article 8 as 
proposed. 


Discussion: Selectman Hughes stated that this Article is to obtain authorization only to order, allowing 
for the building of the fire truck to begin. There is approximately Fifty Five Thousand Dollars 
($55.000.00) in an Expendable Trust right now towards the purchase, there's One Hundred Thirty 
Thousand Dollars ($130,000.00) in this year’s budget to be put into the Expendable Trust and the balance 
would be funded next year. Ifthe truck is delivered this year, the temporary borrowings allowed by this 
article, would allow us to pay for the truck and not have to go out to a bond issue. This article has been 
endorsed by The Capital Improvements Plan Committee.

Fire Chief Chuck Palm then spoke at great length in favor of Article 8, explaining the design and 
many uses of the specific truck they will be ordering. Richard Juve commended the Fire Department 
and Police Department and then asked about the rise in tax rate and the difference in Expendable Trust 
and Capital Reserve, and the Forty Five Thousand Dollars ($45,000.00) in new funds. Will we program 
monies each year to a Capital Reserve Fund targeted towards vehicles for various departments? Does the 
money for Expendable Trust come out of surplus at year-end? 


Mr. Hughes responded that the Forty Five Thousand Dollars ($45,000.00) was appropriated last 
year with interest added to it. The difference between Capital Reserve and Expendable Trust is that 
money has been appropriated to an Expendable Trust for a specific purpose which may be spent by the 
Board of Selectmen after hearing and the Capital Reserve Funds have been set up to come back before 
Town Meeting to get authorization to expend from a Capital Reserve Fund. Mr. Juve asked would money 
be put aside in the future for the new trucks. Bob Flanders, Chairman of the Capital Improvement 
Committee, spoke to the question, explaining a six (6) to ten (10) year projection for future projects and 
all that is involved in placing those projects on the CIP. By using these Expendable Trust Funds we are 
able to stabilize the tax rate. 


Moderator Losee opened the polls at 7:50 to vote Article 8, remaining open one hour. 
ARTICLE 9 


To see if the Town will vote to create an expendable general fund trust fund under the provisions 
of RSA 31:19-a, to be known as the Municipal Technology Improvement Fund for the purpose of 
purchasing or providing new municipal computer hardware and/or software and to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Thirty Five Thousand Dollars ($35,000.00) toward this purpose and to appoint the Selectmen 
as agents to expend. Funding is already appropriated within the operating budget. Recommended by the 
CIP Committee and the Board of Selectmen 


Motion by Selectman Nedeau and Seconded by Chairman Whitcher that the Town adopts Article 9 as 
proposed. 


Discussion: Selectman Nedeau explained this article is to set-aside funds to replace out-dated and non- 
supported municipal software and includes the acquisition of software. There is no tax impact, funding is 
already within the operating budget. Karen Sticht of Tracy Way asked to have an explanation how the 
money amounts were determined for this article and all the other articles that follow. Mr. Russell 
responded that the amounts come from investigating estimate costs for items to be purchased in the future. 


Hand Vote - Motion Carried 


ARTICLE 10 


To see if the Town will vote to create an expendable general fund trust fund under the provisions 
of RSA 31:19-a, to be known as the Community Center Fund for the purpose of developing or 
constructing a center in the future and to raise and appropriate the sum of Fifty Thousand Dollars 
($50,000.00) towards this purpose and to appoint the Selectmen as agents to expend. Funding is already 
appropriated within the operating budget and is recommended by the CIP Committee and the Board of 
Selectmen. 


EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 


Motion by Chairman Whitcher and Seconded by Selectman Hughes that the Town adopts Article 10 as 
proposed. 


Discussion: Joseph Plunkett, Meredith Center Road, asked what exactly will the Community Center be 
in the future and how will this money be spent? Mr. Russell explained that an Expendable Trust will be 
set up this year to allocate funds this year and next and a bond vote brought to the Town Meeting in 2002 
to raise the rest of the money to construct the Community Center with the actual construction in 2003. 
George Jewell, Black Brook Road asked what would happen to this Trust Fund if the Community Center 
is not built. Mr. Russell responded that it would come back to the Town Meeting as to how to allocate 
those funds. Selectman Hughes spoke at length on the Community Center and the raising of money this 
year for it. No further discussion. 


Hand vote - Motion Carried 
ARTICLE 11 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Seventy Five Thousand Dollars 
($75,000.00) to be added to the Downtown Parking Fund previously established. The Selectmen are 
agents to expend. Funding is already appropriated within the operating budget and is recommended by 
the CIP Committee and the Board of Selectmen. 


Motion by Selectman Hughes and Seconded by Selectman Nedeau that the Town adopts Article 11 as 
proposed. 


Discussion: Selectman Hughes explained that this is the second (2nd) year the Town of Meredith has 
appropriated funds to this Expendable Trust Fund. Increasing the Downtown Parking Fund has been 
endorsed by CIP Committee and has a scheduled deposit for the budget year 2000. The purpose is to 
continue to set-aside funds to purchase or renovate areas for downtown parking. Mr. Hughes then spoke 
about the purchase of Calvary Bible Church as discussed last year. Karen Sticht had a question as to the 
interest rate acquired on the Seventy Five Thousand Dollars ($75,000.00) in the Expendable Trust Fund 
of last year; it has made only Eighty-Eight Dollars ($88.00) interest. Are they invested so that they have 
the highest possible yield? Mr. Hughes stated that you have to look at how revenue comes into the Town, 
most money comes in December and those funds are not invested until then. Chuck Lowth, Pleasant 
Street, asked if the plans with the Calvary Bible Church fall through, how will these funds be used? Jim 
Hughes stated this is a feasible situation, if in the event this does not happen we would have to look 
elsewhere. Mr. Lowth then asked if any other sites for parking have been considered? Selectman 
Whitcher said that twice in the past year the Selectmen have had discussions about other available 
properties. Michael Colonna, Carol Lane, asked what is the appraised value of the church? Mr. Hughes 
responded, referring to last years Town Meeting, two figures were mentioned but if and when the time 
comes to negotiate the purchase, both sides will come to a figure. Bob Konchak, Stonedam Circle, asked 
if a shuttle system from Prescott Park could be used and if a study has been made. Peter Russell answered 
that it is used only during the Arts & Crafts weekend and is only moderately successful. We are looking 
into other options but the purchase of Calvary Bible Church appears to be the best solution. 
No further discussion. 

Hand vote - Motion Carried 
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ARTICLE 12 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty Thousand Dollars 
($20,000.00) for the purpose of State Aid Reconstruction Program-2 to 1 match for improvements to 
various roads under State Aid Reconstruction Program, provided that the State of New Hampshire 
appropriates Forty Thousand Dollars ($40,000.00). Funding is already appropriated within the operating 
budget and is recommended by the Board of Selectmen. 

Motion by Selectmen Nedeau and Seconded by Chairman Whitcher that the Town adopts Article 12 as 
proposed. 


Discussion: Selectman Nedeau explained the roads covered by this project are Class I, II and III State 
roads located in the Town of Meredith, Meredith Neck Road, Barnard Ridge Road, Pease Road and 
Winona Road. These funds can also be used on joint State/Town projects on State Highways. If this 
Article is passed we will have funds of One Hundred Sixty Three Thousand Dollars ($163,000.00) 
approximately. No further discussion 


Hand Vote-Motion carried 


Moderator Losee closed the voting for Article 7, 8:25 P.M. 
ARTICLE 13 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty Five Thousand Dollars 
($25,000.00) to be added to the Employee Benefits Expendable Trust Fund previously established. The 
Selectmen are agents to expend. Funding is already appropriated within the operating budget and is 
recommended by the CIP Committee and the Board of Selectmen. 


Motion by Chairman Whitcher and Seconded by Selectman Hughes that the Town adopts Article 13 as 
proposed. 


No Further Discussion. 
Hand Vote-Motion Carried 
ARTICLE 14 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($100,000.00) to be added to the Landfill Closure Expendable Trust Fund previously established. The 
Selectmen are agents to expend. Funding is already appropriated within the operating budget and is 
recommended by the CIP Committee and the Board of Selectmen. 


Motion by Selectmen Hughes and Seconded by Selectman Nedeau that the Town adopts Article 14 as 
proposed. 


Discussion: Mr. Hughes explained the Article. George Jewell, Black Brook Road, asked when would 
the work actually start? Mr. Russell explained that we are currently under engineering of this project so 
we cannot give a specific time frame. A lot depends on when the State issues their approval. 
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Once we have the approval it will take about 3 months for the closure. Bob Flanders spoke in 
favor of the Expendable Trust Fund. Chris Hayes, Winona Shores Road, asked if a public hearing would 
be held to authorize expenditures of these funds, when the time comes? Jim Hughes responded, yes. Bob 
Konchak asked why does it take so long for the process? Peter Russell responded that this is what's 
happening to all communities that are proposing landfill closure. Karen Sticht then asked since this 
Expendable Trust will be retired this year can we expect that next year’s operating budget will be reduced 
by One Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,000.00) before you start figuring it out? Selectman Hughes 
responded, some things go up some go down, we try to keep a stable budget, and we will not ask for it in 
next year’s budget One Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,000.00) for a landfill closure trust fund. 
Chairman Whitcher then proposed an amendment to the article to read: To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of Fifty Thousand Dollars ($50,000.00) to be added to the Landfill Closure 
Expendable Trust Fund previously established. The Selectmen are agents to expend. Seconded by Karen 
Sticht. Mr. Hughes asked if Chairman Whitcher could explain his reasoning or what new information he 
has to allow us to do this, after all the budget process hearings were approved 3 to 0. Chairman Whitcher 
directed attention to page 77 of the 1999 Town Report, Trustee of Trust Funds Report. This report was 
submitted after Jan Ist, after the budgeting process, it also shows Six Hundred Fifty Seven Thousand 
Dollars ($657,000.00) that was in the Landfill Closure, we earned over Thirty Thousand Dollars 
($30,000.00) in income this year. With the inclusion of Fifty Thousand Dollars ($50,000.00) to this fund 
we will have a total balance of Seven Hundred Thirty Eight Thousand Dollars ($738,000.00) of which 
interest will be earned on that and will put us over the Seven Hundred and Fifty Thousand Dollar 
($750,000.00) mark. Selectman Whitcher stated that not knowing when the landfill closure would happen 
the money would be earning a considerable amount of interest and he felt this appropriation should be 
reduced by Fifty Thousand Dollars ($50,000.00). Mr. Russell’s response was to recommend defeating 
this amendment as he would like to have all the money up front at the time of the closure and come before 
the people and ask you to take the money and utilize it for something else, rather than to come back and 
ask for more money because we don't have enough. 


Selectman Whitcher stated that we have been told that this closure will not be happening in the 
next year, the permitting process has not been completed, this money is sitting in a fund earning interest 
for another year, perhaps at next year’s Town Meeting we will have to ask for a little bit more. I feel that 
with the amount in this trust fund and the amount of interest we'll be earning, we can save a little bit of 
money here tonight. Selectman Nedeau spoke to the issue stating that he would prefer to have the funds 
there instead of having to come back and ask for more funds. Bob Flanders addressed the issue from CIP 
perspective as to a system of handling these projects. Projection of 5 or 6 years on projects, if done in a 
consistent way, can be completed. A lot of thought has gone into this process and he recommended that 
we defeat this amendment. Mr. Hughes spoke about all the work that went into CIP and we look to them 
for guidance. Along with the Board of Selectmen, Town Manager and Finance the tax rate will be 
stabilized. Reinforced that this amendment be defeated and pass the original motion. The amendment 
was moved. Moderator Losee called for vote. Hand vote for amendment. Amendment Defeated 


Hand vote original Article, One Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,000.00)-Motion Carried 
Moderator Losee then announced the results of the vote on Article 7, YES-176, and NO-12 


Article 7 has been carried 
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ARTICLE 15 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Fifty Thousand Dollars 
($50,000.00) to be added to the Municipal Building Expendable Trust Fund previously established. The 
Selectmen are agents to expend. Funding is already appropriated within the operating budget and is 
recommended by the CIP Committee and the Board of Selectmen. 


Motion by Selectman Nedeau and Seconded by Chairman Whitcher that the Town adopts Article 15 as 
proposed. | 


Discussion: Selectman Nedeau stated that the purpose of this article is to continue to set-aside funds to 
purchase or renovate land and/or buildings suitable for the municipal offices for the Town of Meredith. 


The purpose of having an Expendable Trust with the Selectmen as agents to spend allows for smooth 
negotiations in a timely manner if and when property becomes available for the purpose of this fund. No 
further discussion 

Hand vote- Motion Carried 


ARTICLE 16 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Forty Thousand Dollars 
($40,000.00) to be added to the Solid Waste Trailer Replacement Fund previously established. The 
Selectmen are agents to expend. Funding is already appropriated within the operating budget and is 
recommended by the Board of Selectmen. 


Motion by Chairman Whitcher and Seconded by Selectman Hughes that the Town adopts Article 16 as 
proposed. 
No Discussion 


Hand Vote-Motion Carried 
ARTICLE 17 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One Hundred Forty Thousand 
Dollars ($140,000.00) to be added to the Fire Department Vehicle Replacement Fund previously 
established. The Selectmen are agents to expend. Funding is already appropriated within the operating 
budget and is recommended by the CIP Committee and the Board of Selectmen. 


Motion by Selectman Hughes and Seconded by Selectman Nedeau that the Town adopts Article 17 as 
proposed. 


Discussion: Selectman Hughes explained that this is the Hundred and Forty Thousand Dollars 
($140,000.00) spoken of earlier when talking of the bond issue and the authorization to purchase the fire 
truck. This money is put into the Expendable Trust Fund so we don't have to borrow money when it 
comes time to pay for the fire truck. 

No further discussion 


Hand Vote- Motion Carried 
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ARTICLE 18 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Eight Million Sixteen Thousand 
Six Hundred and Sixty Nine Dollars ($8,016,669.00) for the necessary operational expenses of the Town 
for the ensuing year's budget. This budget does include funding for all Expendable Trusts included in 
Warrant Articles 8 through 17 and is recommended by the Board of Selectmen. 


Motion by Chairman Whitcher and Seconded by Selectman Hughes that the Town adopts Article 18 as 
proposed. 


Discussion: Karen Sticht asked how much money is in the budget for the Main Street Project. Mr. 
Russell responded that there is Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.00) in this budget. Karen Sticht then asked if 
in future years will we be funding it or will it be privately funded? Mr. Russell responded that it would be 
determined by the Board of Selectmen, the original commitment for the Main Street Program was for 
three and a quarter years. We will have to discuss that when we do the 2001 budget, what support the 
Town want's to give to the Main Street Program. (Moderator Losee closed the voting on Article 8, 8:50 
P.M.) Paige Kuether, Blueberry Hill Road, moved to amend this Article that the sum be One Hundred 
and Fifty Thousand Dollars less than the original. Seconded by Lou Ann Breen. Discussion on the 
amendment: Mike Hatch spoke in favor of keeping the budget as it is. Bob Flanders stated that the 1.1 
million dollars that came off line for the bond issue for the school was grabbed and pulled right into their 
operating budget, so their operating budget went up 1.1 million plus another Hundred Sixteen Thousand 
($116,000), which was an 11-1/2% increase, we managed to get a little of it back but they still had an 
operating budget increase of over 7%. He felt that the budget should be left the way it is. Lou Ann Breen 
asked about the tax rate projection for 2000 is based on the fund balance that is reported on page 75, 2.1 
million is that correct? Mr. Russell responded that is an un-audited number but appears to be correct at 
this point in time. We are proposing to use a little over 1 million dollars to help the tax rate, so that will 
be cut in half. Fund Balance recommended by the State of New Hampshire is between 5 and 10% of your 
normal budget so we will be within that category once we maintain our current tax rate. Lou Ann Breen 
asked, if 2.1 million wasn't 30% of the 8 million? Mr. Russell stated that the 2 million is the un-audited 
fund balance at the end of 1999. What we are proposing with this budget is to utilize a million dollars of 
that fund balance to help keep the tax rate stable for the year 2000. That will leave about a million dollars 
left. Mrs. Breen continued, before you have revenue surpluses and unexpended balances of 
appropriations? Mr. Russell responded, correct. Mrs. Breen stated that she calculated the fund balance to 
be 2.2 million and would like to make a motion to lower the tax rate 20%, that's One Hundred Fifteen 
Thousand Dollars ($115,000.00). 


Moderator Losee asked if this was an amendment to the amendment of $150,000.00 and Mrs. 
Breen stated, yes. Seconded by Valerie MacDonald. Selectmen Hughes explained amendments to 
amendments, you work backwards from last amendment. Jack Carty, point of order, poll the community 
to see if they are in favor of amendments. Selectman Hughes asked that the amendment be read back. 
Mrs. Breen spoke," A motion that we lower the budgeted figure by $115,000.00 from excess fund balance 
unreported." Selectman Nedeau stated that it has to be written. 


(Moderator Losee then gave the results of Article 8, 189- YES, 3-NO, 8:50 P.M.) 


Article 8 has been carried 
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Kathryn McGuigan spoke to the amendment: Read in the paper that Meredith has an outstanding 
number of building permits, all of this building going on can't be used as a balancing act for this. How 
much more money is added to our tax base and taxes never seem to go down? Selectmen Hughes stated 
that yes, our tax base is growing but expenses are also growing. He then elaborated on the various 
monetary obligations we, as a Town has to meet at the local, state and county levels. Mrs. McGuigan 
stated she still couldn’t understand how the new tax money hasn't relieved us in some way. Mr. Russell 
responded from a different approach pointing out page 83 in the Town Report comparing tax rates for 
Town, School and County for the past 10 years. Each million dollars of value that's picked up each year is 
only giving us about Twenty Thousand Dollars ($20,000.00) and that's divided among Town, School and 
County tax rate. Paige Kuether withdrew her amendment of $150,000.00, and Seconded by Lou Ann 
Breen. Lou Ann Breen then gave her amendment in writing to Moderator Losee. 


Moderator Losee read the amendment; "To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of Seven 
Million Nine Hundred and One Thousand Six Hundred and Sixty Nine Dollars ($7,901,669.00) for the 
necessary operational expenses of the Town for the ensuing year's budget." 


Further discussion: Chris Hayes, Winona Shores Road asked if the intent was to use the One 
Hundred and Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($115,000.00) of surplus to supplement some of the expenditures? 
As it's written that means the Town cannot spend that Hundred and Fifteen Thousand, and I don't know if 
that was the true intent. I feel that a Hundred and Fifteen Thousand is a bit much to have the Town pull 
out of its budget. John Curran, Police Chief, spoke on how he had to set with Mr. Russell concerning the 
budgeting of his department, after that the Selectmen had to approve the budget of the department. We 
have tried to keep a level funding over the past years. He continued on the expense of everything from 
ammunition to gasoline costs and ended by strongly appealing that the amendment be defeated. Joseph 
Plunkett spoke against the amendment. Paige Kuether referenced page 94 of 1999 Town Report, the 
Police, Fire, Solid Waste etc. they didn't spend what we gave them last year, if they needed it, they should 
of spent it. Ifyou add it all up, what these services did not spend this year from what was appropriated, 
you'd have that Hundred and Fifteen Thousand or pretty close to it. If you’re not spending the money, 
you're telling the people that you don't need it. Mr. Russell responded what we do is put together a 
budget as a guide, it's not like the school budget where if you've got it you spend it. If you don't spend it 
you put it aside and that is what we create and utilize from our fund balance on a yearly basis, we utilize it 
each year to reduce taxes. We appropriate monies for a guide but if we don't need it for a particular 
purpose, we don't spend it. If we can buy something cheaper than we originally thought, then we save 
money and we come back and utilize it the next year to maintain your tax rate, that's the way we budget, 
from the bottom up, you'll never see us expend the budget just because it was appropriated and approved 
by the voters. 


Lou Ann Breen, "Actually I'm looking to fund some of the budget with the extra fund balance 
that's unreported, it's not that I want to cut the budget by a Hundred and Fifteen Thousands Dollars 
($115,000.00) but Peter clearly stated that the tax rate was based on having a surplus of 2.1 and using 1 
million, 55 Thousand for next year. But clearly this calculates to a Hundred and Fifteen Thousand Dollar 
($115,000.00) difference in unexpended balance of appropriation, so it's just a mathematical calculation. 
I don't know how you want to word it but it is allocating some of the fund balance to the budget. Mr. 
Hughes said it comes down to trust in the Board of Selectmen. We should be commended for not 
spending the money, let us have our budget and keep it within the guidelines and we deserve the budget 
and would like to move the question and stop debate. Motion to move the question. 
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Hand Vote-Motion Carried 
Moderator Losee then repeated the amendment. 
Hand Vote-Amendment Defeated. 
Mike Hatch moved the original article question. 
Hand Vote-Motion Carried 
Moderator Losee then read the original article. 


Hand Vote-Motion Carried in the Majority. 


ARTICLE 19 


Received pursuant to a petition of 25 or more legal voters: To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of Two Thousand Five Hundred Ninety Two Dollars ($2,592.00) in support of 
the Winnipesaukee Wellness Center. Recommended by the Board of Selectmen. 


Motion by Selectman Nedeau and Seconded by Chairman Whitcher that the Town adopts Article 19 as 
proposed. 


Discussion: Jim Wallace spoke in favor of the article explaining the Wellness Center. Selectman Nedeau 
stated that this is not a health fitness club, this is a referral from a doctor’s office. Brad Sprague asked if 
this is in cooperation with Laconia Hospital, Mr. Wallace answered, Yes. Brad continued, "If we can give 
Twenty Five Hundred Dollars ($2,500.00) to bring motorcycles into Meredith, we can help the Hospital 
out by supporting this article." 


Moderator Losee asked for the vote. 
Hand Vote- Motion Carried 


Before reading Article 20, Moderator Losee stated that a request for secret ballot was presented to him by 
5 or more registered voters. 


ARTICLE 20 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the additional sum of Forty Thousand Dollars 
($40,000.00) to be added to the Canal Bridge Project to allow the one lane vehicle bridge to be 
constructed as a covered bridge and to authorize the Selectmen and Town Manager to apply for and 
accept any contributions, grants-in-aid, etc. for the project to reduce said cost. 


Recommended by the Board of Selectmen. 


Motion by Selectman Hughes and Seconded by Selectman Nedeau that the Town adopts Article 20 as 
proposed. 
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Discussion: Selectman Hughes explained that this Article asks for your desires to build a covered bridge 
over the canal, a bridge is planned for in the budget and has been discussed for almost 4 years and if 
residents desired a covered bridge to benefit the downtown area, now is the time to decide rather than 
later. The budget is for the needs of the Town, the bridge is needed, the covered bridge is a desire and it 
will be seven (7) cents on the tax rate. Linda Kelley, representing Main Street Program, spoke in favor of 
the article, explaining that it will enhance the down town area, attract visitors, and be a learning 
experience for those in town. Pam Bliss, Old Center Harbor Road, stated that this is a wonderful idea but 
we have just tried to cut the budget. I think this is one thing that we don't need this year. Karen Sticht 
commented that covered bridges are unique to New England but a covered bridge over the little canal 
would look silly. She stated that from 4 years ago Twenty Five Thousand Dollars ($25,000.00) was voted 
for the budget and is in the budget so that would make this a Sixty Five Thousand Dollar ($65,000.00) 
covered bridge project plus any interest accrued. She would like to see a covered bridge over Route 3 for 
pedestrians. Mr. Russell responded that has been discussed and that would be a 6 to 7 Million Dollar 
project, with 141 ft. ramps, or 2 elevators. 


We are going to build a bridge this year, the question is do you want a covered bridge or not. Marie 
Valliere spoke against the Article. Brad Sprague spoke against the article. Selectman Nedeau asked to 
move the question. 


Hand Vote-Motion Carried To Move The Question 
Point of Order by Chairman Whitcher to explain the Yes, No ballot. 


Moderator Losee explained that Yes means that you are voting to approve spending this Forty 
Thousand Dollars ($40,000.00) to go ahead and build this covered bridge if you vote No on this article 
you are voting to not build a covered bridge, not spend Forty Thousand Dollars ($40,000.00) but there 
will still be a bridge built here because that money has already been appropriated. Moderator Losee 
directed everyone wishing to vote to do so, as there is not a 1-hour time frame. Voting was conducted and 
Moderator Losee closed the voting instructing that it be counted. While this was going on we proceeded 
to Article 21. 


ARTICLE 21 


"To see if the Town will vote to send the following resolution to the New Hampshire General 
Court: Resolved, New Hampshire's natural, cultural and historic resources in this Town throughout the 
State are worthy of protection and, therefore, the State of New Hampshire should establish and fund a 
permanent public/private partnership for the voluntary conservation of these important resources." 


Motion by Selectman Nedeau and Seconded by Chairman Whitcher that the Town adopts Article 21 as 
proposed. 


Discussion: Selectman Nedeau explained that this is establishing a State Program similar to the Land and 
Conservation Investment Program, which we utilized to purchase the Moulton and Bushnell easements. 
John Sherman, Blueberry Hill Road, stated that this was presented by the Conservation Commission, has 
no impact on the tax rate, it is a message to Concord that the program that was in affect in the late 
eighties, and that Meredith used in purchasing the Moulton Farm area to protect it so that it can never be 
developed, that a program of that sort be re-established. 
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Senator Carl Johnson stated that this is Senate Bill 401. This piece of legislation covers land and 
buildings and it takes a willing buyer and a willing seller so it's not a government encroachment on any of 
the buildings or land that is involved. It's in the Senate Environment Committee and we're looking how 
to fund this piece of legislation. Originally, we thought of using some bonding authority but that's not 
feasible so we are looking at other options. I'm very confident that this will pass and it is something that is 
needed. No further discussion and Moderator Losee called for the vote. 


Hand Vote- Article Carried 
Moderator Losee then announced the results of the vote on Article 20. 48 - Yes, 145 - No. 


The Forty Thousand Dollars ($40,000.00) will not be spent and the bridge will be built with the 
funds available and will not be a covered bridge. 


ARTICLE 22 
Resolution in Support of Home Rule 


WHEREAS, the only existing home rule in New Hampshire is the ability to choose the 
form of government at the local level; and 

WHEREAS, municipal home rule is needed to avoid the lengthy and costly process of 
requesting state permission for action which is truly "local in nature; and 

WHEREAS, true municipal home rule may increase the timeliness within which 
municipality can act in tending to its affairs; and 

WHEREAS, a home rule amendment to the New Hampshire Constitution would create 
greater flexibility by town meeting voters to determine their own affairs; 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the Town of Meredith by its board of 
selectmen/council does hereby support a home rule amendment to the New Hampshire 
Constitution and encourages its citizens to vote yes on Ballot Question #1 in November 
2000. 


Motion by Chairman Whitcher and Seconded by Selectman Hughes that the Town adopts Article 22 as 
proposed. 


Discussion: Selectman Hughes explained that this is a lobbying effort to bring before the voters, to vote 
yes, in November. The reason for asking your support is that in the current Constitution towns only have 
the authority to do what the General Court has said they may do. This will give us a certain amount of 
freedom within our community. He then went on to explain Home Rule. Bob Ambrose said this is part 
of the New Hampshire Constitution and asked Selectman Hughes why he thinks the people put it in the 
constitution originally and what's changed for him to think it should be removed now, the prospect of 
Home Rule. Selectman Hughes responded that they originally put it in there because there were very 
small communities and a lot of scalawags around during the founding of our country, so the ruling fathers 
decided that they better keep a little bit of control on things when they allowed these communities to 
organize. Times have changed, we are of good sound judgment now and there are a lot of things we 
should be able to do for ourselves. It will not be the first time the constitution has been amended. 
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Bob Ambrose asked if Selectman Hughes could foresee any situation where there may be a 
mandate, for example, to clean a river and a town says under Home Rule statute we're not going to take 
part in that because we don't agree with it. The prospect of State Government in a debate like that, you 
don't see any problem with that, you don't think that's why it was put in the constitution originally. 


Selectman Hughes responded," I don't, but I believe that you are a better scholar of New 
Hampshire Law and it's Constitution than I am and I would defer to your wisdom on that." No further 
discussion. 


Moderator Losee then called for the vote. 
Hand Vote-Article Passes 


Selectman Hughes spoke about the meeting tonight, the example of town government. " You have 
seen before you, the Selectmen disagreeing and having discussions right publicly here before you, of 
items that they have discussed previously at their regular selectman's meetings. These meetings are the 
Ist and 3rd Mondays of the month and are open for you to attend. 


This year Christopher Whitcher ran for re-election, you chose somebody else and Chris is retiring from 
the Board but in spite of all the divergence of opinion there were many times that we agreed and we were 
able to reach a concession and I think, as any other good public servant, we should give him thanks for his 
three years of service and look forward to his future." 


Moderator Losee asked if there was any further business to bring before town meeting. Richard 
Juve, Wall St., commended the Board and all those involved with creating this budget. He moved that two 
additional columns be placed in the budget on pages 94 & 95 for next year’s budget. One column to read 
differences between expending and the new appropriations. The second column to read percentage 
difference. That way we could recognize those lines, which show a reduction or an increase. This is a 
Motion. Seconded by Edith Mongo. Moderator Losee instructed Mr. Juve to put his motion in writing. 
Having found out that this information is available in a handout, Mr. Juve withdrew his motion. 


Having no further business, a call for a motion to adjourn, moved by Selectman Nedeau and 
seconded by Selectman Hughes.

The Town of Meredith continues to see growth both in new construction and appreciation. The total 
growth for the year 2000 was 91.5 million dollars, a 15 % increase in the tax base from 1999. 


The Assessing Office frequently gets questions regarding the difference between a town wide revaluation 
and an assessment update. A revaluation is the process of measuring and inspecting all properties in the 
town. Once the data has been collected the properties are valued based on the sale price of other 
comparable properties as of a given date. A revaluation is usually done every five to ten years. 


An assessment update is the process of valuing properties using the current physical data and conducting a 
market analysis and making necessary changes to property values as of a given date. Assessment updates 
can occur in between revaluations. 


In summary, the main difference between a revaluation and an assessment update is the measuring and 
inspection of all properties. Both processes are performed to equalize assessments and make them more 
uniform with reference to market value and to assure that property values are fair and equitable. 


The State Legislature enacted House Bill 569. HB 569 states in order for the taxpayer to receive a tax 
credit for service-connected total disability the taxpayer must provide certification from the United States 
Department of Veterans’ Affairs that states the applicant is rated totally and permanently disabled from 
service connection disability. You can review this and any other bills on the Internet at 
www.state.NH.US.

With the continued debate of State Education Funding the Finance Department has been busy tracking the 
issue. During 2000 Meredith remained a recipient community, however that status will change for 2001. 
We will continue to monitor the outcomes in the Legislature. 


The Finance Department continues to upgrade procedures and investigate effective and efficient methods 
of managing the workload. We have begun preliminary investigation into the upgrading of the Municipal 
Accounting Software and upgrading the computer system to a network. Our goal is to have a network in 
place allowing all departments to be connected and have access to the Internet as a tool for better 
communication. 


The Finance Department handles a large number of varied projects during the year. The financing and 
engineering of Plymouth Street/Route 3 North will continue to be a focus through 2001. Document 
Retention is a major undertaking for the Finance Department. We are investigating the available options 
to better manage historical records and retention of paper documents on electronic media. 


In closing, I would like to express my thanks and appreciation for all of the hard work and dedication the 
members of this department. Without their diligence and perseverance my job would be a lot harder.

When the year 2000 arrived, many of us were hopeful that those responsible for providing us electricity, 
telephone service and the other services that we take for granted had done their homework and things 
would function as normal. Well as we all now know the lights stayed on, the telephone continued to ring, 
etc. Here at the Meredith Fire Department, we kept going without missing a beat. Now that the year is 
over, we look back as to where our services were needed and monitor trends in an effort to prepare for 
future demands of our community. As can be seen when reviewing the following table, the past four years 
show some definitive trends:

During the past several years, we have seen a decrease in the “Public Assist” category, primarily in the area 
of alarm activations, specifically false alarms. Alarm systems are very important, as the early detection of a 
fire situation contributes significantly to a potential reduction in property damage and more significantly to 
helping reduce the possibility of personal injury. In the State of New Hampshire, we have seen the largest 
number of fire related deaths (17) since 1993 when we experienced a total of 19. Many of those occurring 
this year could possibly have been avoided through a properly functioning alarm system. The “system” 
could be as simple as a properly installed and operating smoke detector or a more elaborate multi-detector 
system, connected to an alarm monitoring company. For a system to be effective it must be properly 
maintained, whether it is simply testing the detector battery, or having a professional company come in and 
perform the required maintenance and testing. The bottom line is, human nature tends to have us become 
complacent when a malfunctioning detector keeps falsely notifying us of a problem that doesn’t exist. So if 
you are a business or a private citizen, make sure that your “system” is functioning properly through 
consistent maintenance and periodic testing — it could mean the difference between life and death; or, 
between a little damage and complete destruction of property. 


In the mutual aid category, we have continued to see an increase. This works both ways, not only have we 
been called more often to assist surrounding communities in their time of need, we have also called upon 
these same communities to assist us. With 35 communities in our mutual aid group, known as Lakes 
Region Fire Mutual Aid, we are all very fortunate to have this valuable resource to draw upon without 
hesitation. This assistance may be simply a request for a specialized piece of equipment, an additional fire 
engine, or more manpower. 


Near the end of this year, we received and placed into service a new fire engine, referred to as a 
pumper/rescue truck. Since receiving the new truck in late October, we have had a number of area fire 
departments stop by and check out the truck’s design and without hesitation, we are proud to say that every 
one who has examined the truck has been extremely impressed with the functionality of the vehicle. 
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Fire Department continued... 


Included with the truck we acquired a new set of rescue tools (commonly referred to as the “Jaws of Life’), 
this was done to help us be better prepared to meet the anticipated future needs of the department as can be 
seen through the continuing increase in the percentage of our calls involving motor vehicle accidents (as 
represented in the above table). 


To the taxpayers of Meredith, we in the Meredith Fire Department, certainly wish to extend our 
appreciation for the support that you have given us over the past many years and most recently in 
supporting our efforts in acquiring the aforementioned truck. It certainly helps us to do our job of being of 
service to you. 


This past year the Meredith Fire Department Auxiliary undertook a tremendous project of raising funds to 
acquire a thermal imager. Their goal was to obtain sufficient funds so that we could acquire an imager; 
however, through the generous support of everyone including the elementary school kindergarten class, the 
local civic organizations, many businesses and the many, many private donations, we will not only be able 
to acquire one imager but we will be able to acquire two, one for each of our two stations. A special thank 
you to each of you who helped us in this effort. By the time that you read this, we hope to have these 
valuable units in operation and available for use should the need arise. 


I would be remiss in not mentioning the fact that not only does the Department have some of the best 
equipment around, we also have the best volunteers in the area. Over the past four years, we have averaged 
in excess of 12 firefighters per call, with a current membership of 42 firefighters. Could we use some 
additional help? Of course we could! Do you have to be willing to go into a burning building? No, not 
necessarily. Do you have to be willing to interrupt your personal life and be willing to help your neighbor 
in time of need? Absolutely. If you have an interest in becoming a member of a group of very dedicated, 
community service oriented individuals (male and female), please give me a call and discuss your thoughts 
and talents. 


As in past years, I would like to again leave you with a few thoughts. First, “Is your house properly 
numbered so that it is readily and easily visible from the street?” Secondly, “When was the last time you 
checked your smoke detector?” Thirdly, “Do you have a Carbon Monoxide detector located in the living 
area of your home?” And, lastly, “Do you have a working fire extinguisher, located in a visible spot?” 


Have a safe and happy 2001 and again thank you for all of your support. 
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Forest Fire Warden

During the past year we experienced a significant reduction in uncontrolled outside fires, as did the entire 
State. This is great news; the destruction of woodlands due to fire certainly has a negative impact on the 
beauty of our countryside. Even with the reduction in the number of fires, we did manage to destroy in 
excess of 145 acres of woods and grassland in the State, most of which was the result of improper burning 
of debris, such as brush, leaves, etc. Can we do a better job of further reducing this damage? The answer 
of course is YES and the following are some simple guidelines to use should you decide to do a little 
outside clean up and have a fire: 


First ask yourself, “Is this a good day to burn?” — dry, windy conditions are the worst conditions; 
“Do I have the capability of extinguishing the fire if it either gets out of control or if the 
weather conditions change?” — clear an area around the debris; burn in the open (not under trees 
and low lying branches); have a good source of water available and a shovel and rake; and, be 
prepared to stay with the fire until it is completely extinguished. 

Do I need a permit? Under State law, permits are required for ALL outdoor fires, except when 
there is adequate snow cover. Violations of this are subject to fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in 
jail. The landowner must obtain the permit (or the landowner’s representative, with the written 
permission of the landowner); also the signer of the permit must be at least 18 years of age. To 
assist the residents of Meredith, we have installed “Smokey the Bear” signs at both fire stations; 
these signs will indicate what the estimated fire danger is for the community, ranging from “Low” 
to “Extreme”. When one of these messages is NOT displayed, it generally indicates that a permit is 
not required. If a permit is not required, due to adequate snow cover, please help avoid an 
unnecessary response from the fire department, by calling the Fire Station at 279-6061 and let us 
know that you will be burning. 

Where can I get a permit? Call the above number, visit the Town Office, Meredith Center Store, 
Y-Landing Marina or contact one of the Assistant Fire Chiefs. 

Does a permit cost anything? No; however, it can be very costly for starting an outdoor fire 
without having a valid permit in hand. 

Can I burn anything, anytime? Permits are valid between 5:00 PM and 9:00 AM (this is when the 
winds are generally lowest and there is the most moisture present), or if it is significantly raining. 
Also, the burning of only brush (under 5 inches in diameter) and untreated wood is allowed. 

What if I want to have a small campfire several times throughout the summer — do I need to 
get a permit every time? No, the maximum time a permit is issued is for three days; however, 
“Seasonal” permits are available for these types of fires. 


Hopefully, the above information answers some of your questions about outside burning and to use 
Smokey the Bear’s old saying — “Only You Can Prevent Forest Fires”.

The year 2000 has come and gone quickly and productively. A variety of projects kept us busy upgrading 
the water and sewer systems to provide the best possible service to the community, some of which are: 


A water meter-upgrading program, a water main extension across Route 104 to Waukewan Street, 
addition of 2 new fire hydrants, installed a scada system at the water plant to allow for remote 
operation of the water plant by computer. Connected on 8 new water customers. We again met all 
State and EPA water quality requirements and started construction of a water pressure booster 
station on Ladd Hill, which will remedy the low-pressure problems on Cataldo Road, Reservoir 
Road, and Route 104. 


We rebuilt 26 sewer manholes, replaced a failed section of sewer main on Lake Street, and rebuilt 2 sewer 
pumps. We continued the line cleaning program and videoed sections to check for problems. 


With Public Works assistance, the Highlands Park Bridge at the dam was removed and upgraded with 
culverts to allow for safer trail walking and provide access to the backside of the dam for planned 


renovations to insure the integrity of the dam. 


I would like to thank my staff for their hard work and commitment, Public Works for their assistance, and 
of course thank you for allowing us to serve you.

Community Health and Hospice works with Meredith Public Health Nursing to complement the services 
provided by the town agency. During the past year, our two organizations entered into an agreement to 
bring Medicare — certified hospice services to Meredith residents using staff from both of our agencies. In 
this way, Meredith residents will continue to receive services from their own community nurse with 
complementary services from Community Health and Hospice. Additionally, Community Health and 
Hospice offers pediatric nursing and supportive services to young families and homemaker and 
companion services to the elderly and disabled of the community. Bereavement support for adults and 
children and childhood immunization clinics are available to all residents of the Lakes Region. 


Community Health & Hospice provided the following services to Meredith residents for 2000: 


Homemaker Service Visits — 605, Hospice Service Visits — 196, Adult In Home Care Visits — 439, 
Young Family Service Visits — 16, Physical and Occupational Therapy Visits — 311, and 
Nursing Visits — 521. 
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Emergency Management Agency

The year 2000 has been dedicated to reviewing State and Federal requirements to be sure that the 
Meredith Emergency Management Agency is in compliance with all current rules and regulations. 


Investigation and calls to New Hampshire Emergency Management confirmed that we are fast 
approaching the time to revise the Meredith Basic Emergency Response Plan. This plan serves as the 
“bible” that is used in the Town of Meredith to handle all emergencies that we may be called out to 
handle. Working with our field representative in Concord, we have begun reviewing the current plan and 
formatting it to the new standards. We will make the final changes necessary to bring this document up to 
date and have it ready for use in the future. 


As Director of Emergency Management, I wish to thank all the people who have given so much to make 
Meredith the fine community that it is. 


Inter~Lakes Day Care Center & Nursery School 


Connie Pelletier, Executive Director 


During the year 2000 the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center served 158 children from 109 Lakes Region 
families. As a non-profit agency governed by a volunteer Board of Directors, the Center operates a 
preschool program with a full range of services including a comprehensive developmentally appropriate 
educational program, health care, special needs, vision and hearing screening, dental care, transportation 
for kindergarten, and parenting. As a participant in the USDA Child Care Food Program, nutritious hot 
lunches, breakfasts, and two snacks are served daily. Additional services include sponsorship of the Inter- 
Lakes Family Daycare Nutrition Program; a group of 30 licensed home daycare providers who receive 
federal reimbursement from USDA, by serving approved meals and snacks while providing care for 
children of working parents. 


Our school is open on a year-round basis from 6:30 am to 5:30 pm, and our primary concern is to provide 
a home-like, educational environment for infants, toddlers, preschoolers, and students participating in the 
“Seven Upper Club”, which is a school age extended day program. Through the State of New Hampshire 
under Title XX, for those who are eligible, we are able to provide sliding fees based on income and family 
size. Eligibility is for employment, training, pursuit of degrees or certificate programs, job search, or 
temporary disability. 


On behalf of the Board of Directors, staff, and children at Inter-Lakes Day Care Center we wish to thank 
the Town of Meredith for it’s continued support. 
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Kidworks Learning Center

Kidworks Learning Center is a state licensed non-profit childcare agency. The center operates year round 
and is open Mon-Fri from 6:00 to 5:30. Programs offered at Kidworks include Infant/Toddler, Preschool, 
Kindergarten, School Age and a Summer Enrichment Camp. 


Kidworks provides quality childcare for the families served. A warm, safe and nurturing home-like 
environment that encourages independence, self-respect and sensitivity to others is established. Program 
goals and curriculum have been developed to promote the emotional, social, cognitive, and physical 
development of each child. The center participates in the state of NH Title XX program offering financial 
assistance to low-income families. Through the USDA food program, the center provides breakfast, 
snacks and lunch daily. Kidworks is committed to providing quality childcare for Meredith- area families 
that is accessible and affordable.

The Lakes Region Association is a non-profit tourism marketing organization that is the spokesperson for 
each community to visitors who are interested in vacationing in the Lakes Region or the person looking 
for more information about purchasing land or buying a seasonal or retirement home. 


Our office gets several requests per month for vacation and relocation information. Last year our office 
serviced over 36,000 requests for information about the Lakes Region. Many of these requests came form 
the national advertising campaign that we ran throughout the spring; our map and guide that we distribute 
600,000 copies through the north east at brochure racks; and our web site that includes an extensive 
calendar of events. We list events on the calendar for every community free of charge to demonstrate to 
visitors the numerous activities throughout the entire region. This year we are producing a CD Rom 
media kit that we will send to over 300-travel writers nationwide. The cost to service these individual 
requests with information is increasing each year with printing the “Where To In the Lakes Region” guide 
and the Lakes Region Map and Guide and postage costs. We are now printing 300,000 Where To Guides 
to distribute in state and out of state and internationally. 


It is the town appropriation funds that assist us with publishing literature, maintaining two visitor 
information centers, advertising the region in national publications and fulfilling each request with 
information to attract more visitors to the area. 
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Lakes Region Child and Family Services

In July 2000, Lakes Region Family Services merged with Child and Family Services of New Hampshire. 
Child and Family Services, which has been serving New Hampshire children and families for 150 years, 
is New Hampshire's oldest charitable social service organization. The Lakes Region Board, which helps 
guide local programming, includes 7 residents of Meredith. 


During the first 9 months of 2000, we served 55 Meredith residents through the following services: 
Family and Children’s counseling, adoption, supervised visitation, child abuse prevention and teen 
services. At Inter-Lake High School CFS sponsors an anger management group, which served students 
from Meredith. Other CFS services available to Meredith residents are Camp Spaulding, a residential 
camp for low-income children and an adolescent group home.

Throughout the past year, Lakes Region Community Services Council has continued to serve those 
Meredith residents who have a developmental disability. Services such as: residential, vocational, family 
support and transportation, have long become an inherent part of the lives of these individuals. 


In the past the focus has been on transportation, however in 2001, we will begin a new initiative. This 
year the focus of the funding requested will go toward providing recreation opportunities for individuals 
in the Meredith area. We realize there are many recreational activities available, but only some of the 
individuals with developmental disabilities are able to access them. Our hope is to hire a person to assist 
in the programs available and make them accessible for both children and adults with developmental 
disabilities.

Winnipesaukee Wellness Center 


James Wallace, Meredith Representative, Advisory Committee 


Winnipesaukee Wellness Center, located in leased space at the Center Harbor Christian Church, 80 Bean 
Road in Moultonboro near the Center Harbor line, provides medically supervised exercise, strength 
training and clinics for area residents with medical problems and physical limitations whose participation 
is recommended by a physician. The Center opened on January 17, 2000 with 28 patients. It is open 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday from 6:30 am to 4 pm. A foot clinic is held on Thursday. We currently 
have 135 patients. Meredith residents numbered 18, Center Harbor 14, Moultonboro 71, Sandwich 20, 
Holderness 4, Tamworth 3, Ashland 2, Tuftonboro 2 and Tilton 1. The monthly fee is $39.00 for the 
initial family member and a 50% discount for the second. No one is turned away because of inability to 
pay the fees. The funds raised from the towns and fund raising activities are primarily used to cover the 
fees for those with financial difficulty. LRGHealthcare makes up the deficit. 


The permanent Center staff consists of a Registered Nurse and Exercise Specialist. Additional support of 
nurses, clinic and exercise specialist from the LRGHealthcare is provided as needed. Several volunteers 
assist in carrying out the program. Financial support for the Center has come from LRGHealthcare, 
Huggins Hospital and the Towns of Meredith, Moultonboro and Center Harbor. In addition, over $5000 
was raised in a July golf tournament at the Waukewan Golf Club. Other donations have been received 
from associations, individuals and businesses in the area.

In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements of the omission described in the 
preceding paragraph, the general purpose financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all 
material respects, the financial position of the Town of Meredith as of December 31, 1999, and the 
results of its operations and the cash flows of its nonexpendable trust funds for the year then ended 
in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles.

ARTICLE 1 
To bring your ballots for: 
One (1) Selectman for three (3) years 
One (1) Trustee of Trust Funds for two (2) years 
One (1) Trustee of Trust Funds for three (3) years 
One (1) Library Trustee for three (3) years 


ARTICLE 2 
Are you in favor of adopting Amendment No. | as proposed by the Planning Board for the Zoning 
Ordinance having to do with Architectural Design Review? 


Purpose of the Amendment: The proposed ordinance would establish a permitting process to ensure that 
new commercial, industrial and multi-family building architecture complements Meredith’s landscape 
character and architectural heritage. Flexible design criteria are incorporated in the ordinance to provide 
guidance to applicants and the Planning Board. The proposal does not seek to establish a Historic 
District. 


ARTICLE 3 
Are you in favor of adopting Amendment No. 2 as proposed by the Planning Board for the Zoning 
Ordinance having to do with non-conforming structures? 


Purpose of the Amendment: The proposal would apply to structures that do not conform to setback 
provisions of the Zoning Ordinance. Such structures could be removed and replaced with a new structure 
of the same footprint in the same location, or in a less non-conforming location. This would be 
accomplished through the issuance of a building permit only. The current ordinance requires that the 
Zoning Board of Adjustment grant a variance for this activity. The requirement for a variance would be 
eliminated. 
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ARTICLE 4 


Are you in favor of adopting Amendment No. 3 as proposed by the Planning Board for the Zoning 
Ordinance having to do with the definition of “Class 2 Utilities”? 


Purpose of the Amendment: The current ordinance includes three utility classifications that establish land 
area requirements per single-family unit. Class 2 Utilities refers to circumstances where Town Water or 
Town Sewer is available. The proposal would delete Town Water from the Class 2 definition thereby 
increasing the land area required per single-family unit in circumstances where only Town Water is 
available. 


ARTICLE 5 
Are you in favor of adopting Amendment No. 4 as proposed by the Planning Board for the Zoning 
Ordinance having to do with “Temporary/Portable Shelters”? 


Purpose of the Amendment: The proposal would establish that “Temporary/Portable Shelters” would be 
subject to setback and height requirements as per the Zoning Ordinance. The temporary use would be 
limited to 180 days and a permit would be required. 


ARTICLE 6 
Are you in favor of adopting Amendment No. 5 as proposed by the Planning Board for the Zoning 
Ordinance having to do with “Firewood Processing”? 


Purpose of the Amendment: The proposal would add “Firewood Processing” as a permitted use in the 
Business and Industry District. 


ARTICLE 7 
Are you in favor of adopting Amendment No. 6 as proposed by the Planning Board for the Zoning 
Ordinance having to do with density requirements for apartments? 


Purpose of the Amendment: Article 3, Section N of the current ordinance contains density provisions, 
parking requirements and lot coverage requirements for rental apartments. The language and methodology 
of this section is confusing and redundant. The proposal would delete this section. Density and lot 
coverage provisions are addressed elsewhere in the ordinance. Parking is addressed under the Planning 
Board’s Site Plan Review Regulations. 


ARTICLE 8 
Are you in favor of adopting Amendment No. 7 as proposed by the Planning Board for the Zoning 
Ordinance having to do with “Assisted Living Care’? 


Purpose of the Amendment: The proposal would establish “Assisted Living Care” as a use allowed by 
Special Exception in the Forestry Rural District. 
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ARTICLE 9 
Are you in favor of adopting Amendment No. 8 to the Town Zoning Ordinance as proposed by Petition, 
to amend Article V, Section D-3 Residential District to allow by Special Exception, after review and 
approval by the Zoning Board of Adjustment, Stables and Riding Academies? 


Purpose of the Amendment: The current ordinance does not allow Stables and Riding Academies in a 
residential district. The proposed amendment would allow by Special Exception, and only after public 
hearings by the Zoning Board of Adjustment, Stables and Riding Academies. (The Planning Board 
approves of the petitioned amendment.)

any or all State or Federal grants-in-aid, or other contributions in aid of the project and to expend the 
appropriation in accordance herewith. (Passage requires affirmative vote of two-thirds present and 
voting) Recommended by the Board of Selectmen 


ARTICLE 11 
To see if the Town will vote to (i) raise and appropriate an amount not to exceed the sum of Two Hundred 
Thousand Dollars ($200,000.00) for the purpose of providing a neighborhood betterment assessment loan 
for Municipal sewer extension on Neal Shore Road, said appropriations to be inclusive of contributions 
from other sources; (ii) to authorize the issuance of serial bonds or notes in accordance with the 
provisions of the Municipal Finance Act, Chapter 33, of the said appropriation, provided, however, that 
the total amount of bonds or notes to be issued shall be reduced by the amount of such grants-in-aid, or 
contributions from other sources; (iii) to authorize the Town Treasurer to make temporary borrowings, in 
accordance with the provisions of said Chapter, in anticipation of the receipt of the proceeds of said 
bonds or notes; and (iv) to authorize the Town Treasurer to determine the method and manner of sale of 
such bonds, notes and temporary borrowings, as shall be in the best interest of the Town, including the 
authority to enter into a Tax Regulatory Agreement containing such representations and covenants as are 
necessary to maintain such notes and temporary borrowings; to authorize the Selectmen and Town 
Manager to apply for and accept any contributions in aid of the project and to expend the appropriation in 
accordance herewith.
